In thofe Tranflations therefore 
when the Metre and Mufic is loft, this Note is In- 
fignificant and ought indeed to be omitted, asit is 
in our Tranflation of the Pflalms that is Read in 
Churches, and as was likewife done by moft of 
the Ancient Interpreters. Higgaion is joined with 
it, Pf. 9. 16. to fhew in that particular Place the 
J oudne's of the Voice at that Note, and argues a 
more than ordinary rejoicing proportioned to the 
Pialmifts extraordinary Deliverance.

SIR, 


HE Letters from Barcelona, advife that fince 
the King’s return from vificing the Fortifications 
of Gironne and other Pofts on that fide, His Majefty 
holds frequent Councils of War with his Minilters and 
Generals to concert the Operations of the next Cam- 
paign, and accordingly the Troops have orders to 
march to Agramounth, near which place the Army 
will be aflembled by the beginning of April ; ‘tis faid 
the King intends to take the Field in Perfon, and that 
his Forces will confift of 30000 Men, befides the Gar- 
rifons and the flying Camp, which is to cover Catalo- 
nia on the fide of Rouffilion: That Bread has been 
extraordinay dear for fome time, but fince a great 
quantity of Corn has been brought thither lately from 
Italy and Sardinia, the Price has been much leffen’d. 
From Berlin tis advifed that Prince Eugene is fud- 
denly expected there in his way to the Netherlands ; 
that the King of Pruflia is refolved to receive his 
Highnefs witt. great Marks of Diftinction, and defigns 
to make him a Prefent of a Sword enriched with Di- 
amonds to the Value of 20 Rix-dollars; that they 
have advice from Mofcow, that the Czar is gone to 
Petersburgh, and intends to be before Riga by the 
middle of April in order to re that Place ; that 
his Pruffian Majefty, as ’tis faid, has received advice 
that the Mofcovites have at laft admitted a Battallion 
of his Forces to take poffeffion ot Elbing ; that the E- 
quipages of the Prince Royal are ready, and that he 
intends to fet out for the Netherlands in a few days. 
’Tis advis'd from the Hague, April 4th. That Prince 
— is expected there by the Middle of next Week, 
and that ’tis thought the Duke of Marlborough will not 
fet out for Bruffels till his Highnefs is arrived. That 
the Forces of the Confederates are to Affemble fome 
between Mons and bruffels, and fome between the 
Scheld and the Lys, they having already received their 
Tents and other Neceffaries for the Campain. That 
the Count de Tilly is arrived at Pruffels to command 
in chief the Forces of che Allies till the arrival of the 
Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene; That the 
Exprefs from rhe French Court to the Potentiaries, 
pafled through Antwerp the 2d Inftaot abouc Noon,
